THE KECBEAHT EEGZNTS. 


One good thing must result from 


the present canvass of the notions of 
tue University Bcgentg—the people 
throughout the State will be thor- 
oughlj' well informed as well as 
aroused on the question. The status 
of that despotic body will be consid- 
ered as well as its. action. 


There never -was a more unfortu- 


nate make-up than this same Board 
of Eegenls—unhappy for the State 
and the institution concerned. It is 
not unlikely, however, that the peo- 
ple will reap some satisfaction—to 
some extent, get even, though the 
University stands a show of being 
hampered and more or less injure;!. 
Nothing can save those recreants 
from a certain amount of disgrace; 
they will stand before the people more 
tainted with corruption than the man 
who superintended the erection of 
the College of Letters. He was only 
charged with a looseness in the mat- 
ter of putting together ordinary 
building materials, and had the man- 
liness to resign and go about his bus- 
iness like the majority of mankind. 
The Begents in power now, promise 
to destroy the very existence of the 
University—College of Letters and 
all. If they could be prevailed upon 
to resign in a body, it would only be 
acceding to the average wish of the 
people. 


There is an inherent defect in this 


Board of Begents that makes it im- 
perative upon the next Legislature 
to remodel the entire government of 
the University. In the first place, 
there are no less than three quorums 
in the Board. The Board is com- 
posed of twenty-one members, seven 
constituting a quorum. The seven 
that met yesterday may have their 
work upset by another seven to-day, 
and to-morrow may undo all. Then 
the secret manner of transactiiic; a 
business that belongs to the public, 
is becoming intolerable. 


In addition to these objections to 


the present management, the Board 
is, no doubt, ruled aud run by a ring 
of capitalists that has already too, 
much control for the good of the 
State. The Congressional land dona- 
tion to the University is, no doubt, 
being manipulated in the interests of 
certain Eegeuts, and altogether there 
is a most disgraceful bill of indict- 
ments against the present rulers of 
the institution. 


There has been a studied system of 


double-dealing from the first on the 
part of the fat-witted overseers of the 
University that is as disgusting as 
disgraceful. The story of the Uni- 
versity of California is not half told. 
It will come out as we go along per- 
haps. 
The snubbing of Congress, 


the great legislative body of the land, 
by this collection of real estate, 
mining and grain speculators, is in- 
dicative of the natural greed and con- 
ceit of the animal man, when dressed 
in a little brief authority. Bat the 
arts used to pervert the original act- 
to rob the nation of its land donation 
—and maintain the University as a 
College of Letters alone, by roping 
in rich old imbeciles, are not fnlly 
published to the world. Perhaps 
Michael Beese could tell a thing or 
;wo about it, that would be interest- 
ing reading. When they take him 
for a sucker, they miss it mightily. 


The long and short of the whole 


matter is, the State and National aid 
is ample to carry on the institution 
in question, if rightly managed, and 
on the original plan; and the people 
must not be hoodwinked longer by a 
secret conclave of hightoned schem- 
ers and scoundrels, not leaving out 
he Governor of the State. 


WK have seen tbe advanced sheets 


of a pamphlet entitled "The New Ed- 
ucation," and in due time shall note 
he contents. 
The advent of this 


document is very timely, and we have 
no doubt it will have great weight in 
he pending issue between the people 
and the California Inquisition. The 
itle page contains in one brief 
quotation from 
the great Huxley

iews, but of the campaign wherein 
he would-be classicist of California
